Chabert’s more popular exhibition, we must give the 
public an acount of the entertainment he provided 
for them at White Conduit House. Avout three hun- 
dred persone had assembled in the gardens to witness 
the performance, and amongst the company, were 
eeveral clegaut females, and the whole meeting was 
conducted with the utmost propriety and decorum. 
Mons. Chabert’s first performance was the swallow- 
ing of a quantity of phorus, which we need not 
our readers, is one of the most violent of poi- 
sons. Happening to stand near the exhibitor’s table, 
he invited us to weigh out the phos s, and to 
taste the pure water with which he washed down the 
aconite. We accordingly . admivistered to the 
gentleman a dose of sixty-four grains ; enough, 
we imagine, to have proved a quietys to even 
Chuny himself. We observed, however, that 
the pure wuler was streasly impregnated with 
‘an alkali (soda,) and we need scarcely observe, that 
any of the fixed ulkalis would have the effect of neu- 
tralizing the phosphorur,aud destroying its pernicious 
qualities ia the stomach. There was a similar exhi- 
bition of swallowing a quantity of arsenic, some of 
which was fused over charcoal, to convince the by- 
standers by the smell, that it was the real poison. 
To us, however,it appeared that it was merely metal- 
lic arsenic, the swelling of which might be done with 
‘impunity—at least,to the extent to which M. Chabert 
received it into his stomach. We thought this part 
-of'the-exhibition rather offensive and silly ; for it was 
obvious’ that the quality-of the drugs professed. to be 
poison, was vabmitted to no fair test; and-there were 
several links deficieot iu the chain of reasoning, ac- 
cessary to convince an intelligent person that the 
os feat was really performed. 411 of this was, 
refore, void of amusement ; but it was differeot 
with the pyrotechnic exhibition. Mons. Chabert 
first poured nitric acid upon metallic filings, mixed 
(we suppose) with sulphur, to form pyrites; these 
he suffered fairly to ignite io the palm of his hand, 
and retained the burning mass some time, although 
a small quantity ignited in our hand quickly made 
as glad to plunge it iato water. Mons. Chabert then 
deliberately rubbed a hot shovel over ‘his skin, 
through hie hair, and finally upon the tongue. ‘This 
was fairly done. The next feat was that of swallow- 
boiling off. We tried the thermometer in the 

oie and found it rose to 340 degrees. M. Chabert 
nsful of this burning li- 
uid, which perhaps might have cooled to about 320 
ees, between the tuking the oil from the sauce- 
and the patting it iatv his mouth.

a. the company then came forward, and dropping 
lighted sealing-wax vpon Mons. Chabert’s tongue, 
took tie impression of his veal. ‘This, we supp-se, 
is what is called sealing a man’s mouth. But now 
came the grand.and terrific exhibition—the entering. 
the oven—for which, expectation was excited to the 
highest pitch. We had the curiosity to apply the 
unerring test.afthe thermometer to the inside of the 
oven, and found the maximum .of heat to be 220 de. 
es. M. Chabert, being dressed ina loose, black 
inen robe, rendered, he assured ae, as fire proof as 
Asbestos, by a chemical solution, eutered the oven 
amidst the applause of the spectators. He contiued 
'Qtke a modern Shadrac in the ficry furnace ; anil after 
a suspense of about twelve minutes, again appeared 
to the anxious spectators, tnumphuntly beating the 
beef steak fully dressed, which he had taken into the 
oven with him raw. M. Chabert aleo exhibited the 
thermometer, which he had taken into the oven with 
him at 60 degtces, and which was now up to 599} 
@egrees. We need not say that the bulb had been

This wasa mere trick, unworthy of the ex- 
hibition : for Mons. Chabert really bore the ovcn 
heated to 220 degrees, for full twenty minutes.

Now as an offsett ro Mr. Chabert’s expedition 
into the hot oven, where be doubtless wore the 
old coat of Shadrac, the patutaloons of Mestrch, 
aud beots and gloves made of the hide of Abud- 
nego, there is an account of the equully perilous 
adventure of a Mr. Dodsworth, who has been 
frozen under an avalanche, duriug the short 
Space of one hundred and seveuty years! The 
gentleman, who has thus. been preserved in ice, 
is aacomforfable since the thaw, as could be ex- 
pected ; he complains‘s little of a stiffucas in the 
joints, but finds great relief from rubbing, after 
the mode invented by our fumous Dr. Sweet,with 
an ointment compounded of sulphur, phospho- 
rus, and Salamander’s oil.

It was then so frozen that it 
was covered with a crust 0: ice. [t was then pliced 
in lukewarm water. -Aftcrwards it was putiaa 
warm bed, and treated as ‘usual in-cases 6f suffoca- 
tion, by which means auimatiou was restored. What 
was the astonishment of every body, when the indi- 
vidyal, having recovered the use of bis faculties, de- 
clared that be was Roger Vodsworth, son.of ‘the an- 
tiquary of the same name, born iu 1629, who, retura- 
ing from Italy, in 1660, a year after the death of his, 
father, was buried under ap avalanche. . 

Dr. Hotham, accotding tothe same account, is 
stated to havg added that Mr. Dodsworth feels a great 
stiffness in all his j-iuts, buf that by degrees they will 
become as flexible us before the accident.- If Mr. 
Dedsworth fully recovers, and should pass through 
Lyons to return to his country after 166 years ab- 
seace, it may-be predicted that he will attract ia the 
highest degree the public curiosity.
